BRISK BIDDING FOR LAKE VIEW AND STAR.

‘During the early hours yesterday it ap- 
peared probable that the prevailing tendency 
in the Mining market woud d remain dull. In 
most departments business was of meagre pro- 
portions, and especially among Kaffirs and the 
inter-Bourse issues, the lack of support caused 
a further lowering of quotations. In the 
afternoon, however, the undertone became 
distinctly firmer for no apparent reason, and 
during the last hour it was translated into a 
definite upward movement in quotations, The 
feature of the day was a strong demand for 
Lake View and Star, while Wiluna were also 
in active demand. The Cape took scarcely 
any interest in Kaffirs, and Paris was neither 
a buyer nor a seller in noticeable quantities.

A Forgotten Irish ‘Poet. 


Nobody seems to have remarked hitherto 
that 1932 marks the centenary of the death 
of a notable Irish scholar and poet—the 
Reverend Henry Boyd, translator ol 
Petrarch and Dante. In truth, Boyd has 
suffered an unwarrantable neglect. He is 
not named in the histories of Anglo-Irish 
literature, nor is he cuoted in_ the 
anthologies. Yet he was among the most 
elegant writers that Ireland has bred. Be 
was a strong patriot,.and lived all his lite 
in Ireland. He was born néar Dromore in 
1750: at one time he was Vicar of Rath- 
friland, but the most fruitful part of his 
life was spent in a sequestered parish. at 
the foot of Slieve Gullion, fit home for a 
meditative mind. He died at Ballinten.ple 
in 1832. 

Boyd’s translation of the ‘ Inferno” 
was, I think, the first in the English 
language. It has been obscured by the 
more famous blank. verse rendering by 
Cary (also a clergyman of Irish origin) ; 
but a good critic holds that it has not 
been excelled for melody and good taste. 
Boyd was equally successful with Petrarch 
His original poetry would be reprinted and 
cherished in Treland if we were a people 
appreciative of our own. I like his lines 
to Charlemont, which allude to the Earls 
home at Marino, demolished in our own 
days—

Few, I think. will cavil at the selection 
of Douglas Jardine to lead the M-C.C.

winter. D. R. Jardine, born at Bombay 
on October 23, 1900,, is the son of M. R. 
Jardine, a fine amateur batsman, who 
made 140 in the University match of 1892. 
Coached by his father, D; R. Jardine soon 
showed his talent for the game when he 
went to Winchester School in 1917. In his 
Jast year his efforts contributed largely to 
his school’s: victory’ over Eton, dnd he 
payed a fine innings of 135 not out against 

arrow. He headed Winchester’s batting 
figures with an average of 66; and went u 
to Oxford University with an establishe 
reputation. Although he. played three 


| times for the Dark Blues in the University 


match, he did not quite come up to éx- 
pectations as a cricketer during his years 
at Oxford, one whole season being spoiled 
by an accident to the knee, By. 1927 he 
was generally regarded as the most trust- 
worthy amateur batsman playing. . He 
scored five centuries during that very wet 
season, one of them for the Gentlemen 
against Players.

IT. the conclusion of the Tailteann 
dramatic art compétitions last week 
the adjudicator (Mr. Edward Lewis) 

paid us the kind of compliment that we mast 
appreciated by saying that the audiences were 
more attentive and intelligent than any he 
had met. Dubiiners are very proud of their 
critical facu'ty: they like to be told that their 
judgment of music or drama is such that a 
visitor to the city is immediately struck by it. 

Would Mr. Lewis have made the . same 


‘remark, however, if he had visited the Abbey 


Theatre on Monday night and seen the recep- 
tion given to ‘“‘ Juno and the Paycock ?"’ e 
tragedy was marred to a considerable extent 
by ill-judged laughter, and the critics who 
say that Dublin’s taste is a thing of the past 
may have felt themseives justified. 

It is a curious thing that this lack of 
appreciation is more noticeable in O’Casey’s 
piays than in any others, “The Shadow of 
a Gunman ” is a notorious example—so much 
so that one’s pleasure in the drama is gene- 
rally ruined. hen this play was produced 
in London some years ago the placards read, 
‘* Roars of laughter from start to finish,” 
and, unfortunately, events proved the adver- 
tiser right. ; 

One could make allowances íor an English 
andience, who might have preconceived ideas 
as to what an Irish play would be like, but 
what excuse can be made for Dublin theatre- 


goers? 
TRAGI-COMEDY. 

There is an excuse, however. Irritating as 
the continual laughter may be, it is significant 
that it occurs only in O’Casey’s plays, . 
that the dramas of other authors are received 
in a perfectly intelligent and appreciative 
way. One is to wonder whether the fault 
may not lie with. the dramatist as much as 
with his audience, and this is quite hke'y to 
be the case. 

The construction of O’Casey’s play is ultra- 
Shakespearian in its contrast of comedy an 
tragedy. The treatment changes, not from 
scene to scene, but in some cases from line to 
line, and back again. Only an exceptionally 
intelligent audience could be expected to 
switch its mind from one to the other so 
quickly, and to realise that a character who 
a moment ago had them in quite justifiab'e 
roars of laughter is now saying something 
that is not funny at all. Nor is it a very 
easy thing to judge what is comedy and what 
tragedy. It depends, for example, very much 
on the circumstances whether a man being 
hit on the head is an amusing or a tragic 
thing to see. When the circumstances are 
hard to follow the mistake is excusable, .and 
Dublin rudiences will not be much to blame 
if they make no worse ones. 

The summer is usuaily a rather s'ack time 
where dramatic activities are coficerned, but 
there has been a good deal of movement ip 
the Irish theatre world of late, and more is 
promised. The Tailteann Games competitions 
seem to have awakened a new interest in 
drama, and there is a prospect of an Irish 
Drama League being founded on the lines- of 
the’ English and Scottish bodies. Mr. Glen 
MacKemmie, President of the latter body, 
was in Dublin last week to explain the wor 
ing of such an association, which should be 
of great advantage in stimulating the drama 
in our rural districts.

Scenes. 


Troops W ith Fixed Bayonets 
Disperse Crowds,

je faisin in to-day’s Irish T'imes, 
further exciting scenes took place in 

the tail race at Ardnacrusha, Limerick, 
last night, and were continued inté an early 
hour this morning, as the result of the Abbey 
fishermen invading the prohibited waters for 
the purposes of fishing. 


It was ascertained this morning that, in 


all, seventeen boats and ten nets had been 
seized. Seven succeeded in escaping. The 
seized boats were taken possession of by a 
party of armed military, who were on duty. 

It was learned that Fishery Inspector Lane 
had sustained a rather serious injury to the 
right hand, stated to have been caused by 
a blow from an var 

Further exciting scenes were witnessed at 
Ardnacrusha to-night, when Abbey fishermen 
attempted to fish in the tail race waters. 
On this occasion the fleet was reduced to 
ten boats After ten o'clock the fishermen 
made their advance, and began to fish imme- 
diately they reached the mouth of the tail 
race. The boats were surrounded by motor 
launches, manned by bailiffs and Civic 
Guards, and a struggle ensued. Great excite- 
ment prevailed, and large crowds, which 
gathered on both banks of the canal, cheered 
and bookied Shots were discharged, and the 
crowds dispersed in all directions. Detach- 
ments of Free State troops, with fixed 
bayonets, forced the crowds to withdraw a 
certain distance back from the canal on each 
bank. Several boats were captured by the 
Civic Guards, and it is likely that they will 
all be in the hands of the police before 
morning 


CALL TO GOVERNMENT. 

A deputation, consisting of Mr. “ean 
Carroll and Mr. P. McNamara, attended at 
the meeting of the Limerick County Board 
to-day in regard to the dispute.

The fishermen asked to be allowed to fish 
the tail race until the end of the season— 
August 1,. There were no fish going up 
river, and the fish were entering the canal by 
handreds, and dying, while there were none 
to be caught in the usual places by the fisher- 
men. 

Mr. Mackey proposed, and Mr. Blackwell 
seconded, tl» following resolution, which was 
passed unanimously :— 

“That we, the members of the Limerick 
County Board of Health, hereby request the 
Free State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, and also the Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, to grant the Abbey fishérmen per- 
m'ssion to fish the tail race at Ardnacrusha 
from now to August 1 as an act of grace, and 
an urgent necessity from a humanitarian 
point of view.”

Sentenced.

EMARKABLE evidence of how three 
R sisters foiled would-be robbers was 
given at Down Assizes to-day, when 
three men, John Joseph Savage, Commercial 
road, Banbridge; Robert J. Major, George's 
row, Banbridge, and Arthur Camley, Hock- 
ley’s terrace, Banbridge, were put forward on 
an indictment charging them with conspiracy 
to commit house-breaking and robbery. A 
fourth man, Daniel McClorey, Edenderry, 
Banbridge, who was jointly indicted, pleaded 
guilty to an attempt to break and enter a 
factory and was put back. 

The other prisoners, who pleaded 
guilty,’ were not legally represented. 

Mr. James Williamson, K.C., who prose- 
cuted, said that there was one witness named 
hy OR a brother-in-law of Major, who 
would called, and one of the worst things 
about the case would seem to be a persistent 
endeavour to bring him into a similar plight. 
The prisoners in turn asked McKnight to 
join them in their robberies, and there could 
be no suggestion that he acquiesced in what 
they did in any of the transactions. 

Miss Martha Caughey, Ballynamagna, who 
owns a grocer’s shop, said that she usually 
closed the shop at 10 p.m., putting the 
takings into a bag and taking it with her 
in her hand. On December 28 Test she closed 
the shop as usual, and proceeded home, 
accompanied by. her two sisters: Near Salt’s 
lane she saw two men, and after passing the 
lane she heard a noise. On looking round 
she found the two men beside her. One had 
a revolver and said: *‘ Stop a minute. 

“I knew they were robbers.”’ said witness, 
“and I eried ‘Murder.’ The smaller man 
caught hold of my sister Maggie, and I ran 
up the road for help, shouting ‘We are 
going to be murdered. We are going to be 
robbed.’ '' 

Miss Sarah Caughey said that Camley was 
the man she struck with a stick when he 
threw her sister on the road. 

Miss Maggie Caughey said that she identi- 
fied Camley at the parade. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. 

The Judge said that he agreed with the 
verdict, and by doing what they had done 
the jury had prevented what might become 
a dangerous thing in their midst. 

Mr. Iseac Copeland (instructed by Mr. 
S J. Byrne) appealed for leniency for 
M‘Clorey, who, he said, had been dragged 
into it the others. 

The Judge said that it was a tragedy to 
set men in that position, but the community 
had to be protected. He described the hold- 
up as a desperate thing, and said that if he 
were allowed he would order the “cat " for it.

Britain’s delegation to the Ottawa Con- 
ference, which sailed from Southampton 
yesterday, is the most important that ever 
has left her shores. Seven Cabinet Ministers, 
led by Mr. Baldwin, are reinforced with 
advisers from every section of commercial 
and political life; and the Government 
thus has avowed the supreme valae 
that it attaches to the forthcoming 
deliberations, which will begin a week from 
to-day. The Ottawa Conference will be 
something more than a mere family affair ; 
it will be an example in part of the 
world’s capacity for economic co-operation. 
Mr. Thomas has told Mr. Lansbury 
that the delegates will take into 
account not only the relationship of the 
members of the Commonwealth to one 
another, but the Commonwealth’s relation 
to the rest of the world. Mr. Lansbury’s 
question was prompted by Mr. Thomas's 
enunciation of the proposed provisional 
agenda, and was valuable for the answer 
that it elicited. Some confusion of 
thought has existed in the public mind 
concerning the Ottawa Conference’s pre- 
cise duties. It has been supposed by 
many people that the plan was to isolate 
the Empire from all other countries and 
to aim at a British oasis in a desert of 
crashing nations. This view always was 
fallacious because—apart from other con- 
siderations—it was impracticable, and Mr. 
Thomas has exploded it. 

The manner in which the provisional 
programme has been received is most 
enlightening; for at once the peculiar 
difficulties of the Empire’s component 
parts are apparent. India, for instance, s 
frankly nervous. Mr. Sarkar, the Vice- 
President of the Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce, stated that the 
country “could not. provoke retaliation 
from good customers like Japan, Germany 
‘and the United States.” India, of course, 
owing to. her age and established indus- 
tries, occupies a rather special position in 
this respect ; but an element of the same 
problem exists for all the Dominions and 
the dependencies—indeed, it exists also 
for Great Britain. Australia, whose general 
approval of the agenda is whole-hearted, 
urges the determination of the ‘‘ Empire 
content,”’ and utters a warning against the 
imposition of prohibitive tariffs against the 
foreigner. As Mr. Bruce has said, no per- 
manent prosperity can come through ex- 
cessive prices whether of buying or selling. 
No country knows this better than 
Australia, whose tariff policy under 
previous administrations led her into 
parlous straits. South Africa is no less 
hopeful of good results, but wisely does 
not expect too much too quickly. The Con- 
ference, she says, must work to agree upon 
general principles along wide lines of 
Commonwealth co-operation, enabling the 
negotiation of tariff and commercial 
treaties.” Here is the goal in a nutshell, 
and New Zeeland, which sees the greatest 
hope in the monetary and financial 
portion of the agenda, does not differ; for 
fiscal agreement must ensure a sequence of 
commercial arrangements. 

These various aspirations are easily re- 
concilable if the “Conference does not 
allow itself to be diverted from its proper 
function. Every State represented at 
Ottawa must sell some of its goods to 
foreigners, and, as a corollary, must make 
some of its purchases in foreign lands. 
The fact must be admitted. On the other 
hand, there is a wide range of commo- 
dities in regard to which the parts of the 
Empire are complementary to one another. 
lt is in this field that they must seek that 
practical form of co-operation—as ex- 
pressed in trade agreements—for which so 
many millions are looking. New Zealand’s 
attitude, perhaps, is the most intelligent 
of all. She recognises the many pit- 
falls which must await the pursuers of 
trade agreements, and recommends a 
steady attempt to effect a closer monetary 
link throughout the Commonwealth. An 
Empire currency is the manifest goal; 
but at present South Africa’s adherence

the 3rd July formal notice of a strike was 
given throughout the collieries of the 
Mons basin, and immediately afterwards 
every mine in the district was deserted. 
The situation became more and more 
serious; for the miners set about their 
task of picketing with surprising 
thoroughness. From the Mons basin the 
strike spread rapidly to the province of 
Hainault and the Liége basin, and it soon 
became apparent that the object was to 
provoke a general strike throughout all 
Belgium. During this week picketing has 
developed into street-fighting. Bodies of 
strikers from one district, while trying to 
enter another in order to foment discord, 
have been prevented by the police, and 
clashes have been frequent. At Charleroi 
the police were stoned ; those of the rioters 
who possessed firearms used them, and 
the police returned the fire—fortunately, 
without any great harm on either side. An 
attempt to wreck a train was discovered 
before damage was done, and four regi- 
ments of soldiers have been summoned to 
Mons and Charleroi in case that their 
presence becomes necessary. Yesterday a 
mob of three hundred Communists 
initiated a street fight in Brussels. The 
trouble, therefore, seems to be enveloping 
nearly all Belgium, though the Constitu- 
tional Socialist Executive has decided 
against a general strike, One fact emerges 
—that Communism is anything but a 
negligible force in Belgium. ‘ Flying 
squads "’ of Communists have directed 
operations everywhere, rushing from 
factory to factory on bicycles, and instruct- 
ing the workers, under threat of violence, 
to join the strike. In essence, the move- 
ment is nothing more than a widespread 
resistance to a “cut” in wages, and a 
demand for certain guaranteed conditions ; 
but it has taken on a new aspect from the 
interference of the Belgian Communists. 
Documents seized at their headquarters on 
Sunday reveal the familiar tactics—even 
the appeal to the Army, which invariably 
forms part of the Communist programme 
in times of discontent. Belgium, with its 
unemployment roll of 300,000 and its large 
industrial population, forms a fruitful 
field for subversive propaganda. 


A Pioneer, 


The name of Mr, Fergus Hume, who 
died on Tuesday, means nothing to the 
younger generation; but some forty years 
ago it was on every tongue. In 1887 Mr. 
Hume—then a barrister in Australia— 
wrote “‘The Mystery of a Hansom Cab.”’ 
He received only £50 for it, but it won 
an enormous popularity; for Mr. Hume 
had opened new ground. ‘‘ The Mystery 
of a Hansom Cab” was, perhaps, the 
first of that huge host of “ thrillers ” 
which now loads the railway book-stalls 
of these islands. It was short; it had an 
ingenious plot, and its style was graphic. 
The story, ran quickly through scores of 
editions, and, while its vogue lasted, it 
was to be found alike on every statesman’s 
table and in every schoolboy’s desk. 
Although Mr. Hume wrote many other 
“thrillers”’—with such seductive names 
as ‘‘Madame Midas” and “ Monsieur 
Judas’’—he never repeated his first 
success," Perhaps, it was a case of— 

Most can raise the flowers now; 
For all have got the seed. 
Like many writers, Mr. Hume based a 
life-long grievance on his single triumph: 
when he sought to win fame as a dramatist 
the publishers kept. his nose to the grind- 
stone of detective fiction. There are other 
instanees of a huge popularity for one 
book out of many that an industrious 
writer has produced. Sometimes it may 
be the reward of a really startling and 
original idea—as in Mr. Guy Thorne’s 
“When it was Dark.” At another the 
novelist may have hitched his waggon to 
the star of some contemporary ‘‘sensa- 
fion” in real life. Often, however, the 
only apparent explanation is the whim 
of public favour, which, like the wind, 
bloweth where it listeth. For elderly 
people, at any rate, Mr. Hume will

HE suppression of the correspondence 
between the Governor-General of the 
Free State and the President of the 
Executive Council, and its subsequent 
release for publication, will be the subject 
of a series of questions in the Dail to- 
day.

Blythe will further ask if the premises 

of certain newsagents and distributors 

of newspapers were visited by members 
of the Garda on Monday, and if in 
structions were issued by the Garda 
purporting to prohibit the distribu- 
tion and sale of certain newspapers 
published in Great Britain or Northern 

Jreland, and if in some cases copies 

of the paper were seized; also what 

steps he proposes to take for the 
loss and inconvenience caused by the 
seizures ?

members of the Garda accosted certain 
newsvendors in Lifford (Co. Donegal) 
on Monday last, and obtained a copy 
of each paper from the supplies they 
were bringing from Strabane, and 
issued instructions prohibiting their 
sale until they had been censored by 
the local sergeant.

Turkey and the League. 


Turkey is about to enter the League of 
Nations.

For the last half-dozen years, however, 
British representatives in Turkey have been 
making whole-hearted and very successfu! 
efforts to detach Turkey from the grip of 
Soviet Russia. Russia, as is well known. 
for long counselled Turkey not to join the 
Geneva Assembly, and the significance of 
the fact that at last Turkey has considered 
herself strong enough to overrule the 
advice of her northern neighbour has not 
been lost in London. Apart from that, 
Great Britain, as the greatest Moslem 
power in the world, is bound to welcome 
the advent of one of the most highly re- 
garded Moslem Powers to the League. 


The Disarmament Conference. 


The Disarmament Conference at Geneva 
is expected to adjourn next week until the 
beginning of October, but before it breaks 
up a resolution will be adopted embodying 
the points on which agreement has been 
secured. These, it is anticipated, will in- 
clude the appointment of a permenent 
Commission to deal with questions of dis- 
armament, regulations prohibiting the 
bombing from the air of civilian popula- 
tions, and suggestions for the limitation of 
naval vessels. At Geneva the progress 
made is regarded as highly satisfactory. 


Post Office Innovations. 


The British Post Office, moving with the 
times, performs many services tending to 
make life easier. Senders of foreign 
telegrams are furnished now with a printed 
form of receipt showing the address to 
which the telegram is sent, the time and 
office at which it is handed in, and the 
amount paid.

The Executive Council may, whenever it thinks proper, impose, with or without 
qualifcations or limitation, or preferential rates, a Customs duty of such amount as it 
thinks proper on any particular description of goods imported into the Free State on or 


after a specified day. 


Powers will be taken to vary, in any manner desirable, such taxes as may be in ' 


force. 


Also, powers will be taken to deal in the same manner with Excise duties. 


Stamp duties may be imposed or varied as the Government may deem desirable. 


All orders will have statutory effect immediately on being made. 


_ This, in brief, is the outline of the bill which the Minister for Finance will introduce to-day, and 
which it is the intention of the Government to put through all its stages. 


The bill is as far-reaching as words can make it, and the powers which the Government will be able to exer- 
cise under it will be virtually unlimited in so far as incoming goods are concerned. 


The general proposals were known to deputies in the Lobbies for some time before the House rose, and 


were discussed very freely. 


The immediate result of the situation which will arise from the passage of the measure was described to 


me by a high authority as one leading to swift and certain financial disturbance. 


In his opinion, a complete 


disorganisation of trade will be the immediate result, and the country will be faced with a national emergency. 
That the Government has calculated the cost is evident from the tone of President de Valera’s concluding speech 


in the Dail.

The determination of “ Empire content,” 
is regarded as essential, Australia’s ex- 
periences MEN taught the necessity of 
preventing products largely of foreign 
manufacture from obtaining preference 
rates. The importance of the Conference 
taking definite steps towards the restora- 
tion of price levels is also urged by 
leaders in the world of primary conr- 
modities. 

{t is pointed out in New Zealand that 
probably the most important items on the 
agenda are the monetary and financial 
questions, which, it is felt, offer the best 
hope of providing a real remedy. If a 
plan for effective action can be devised, 
monetary reform, it is held, should be 
able to accomplish more in restoring 
industry than tariff preferences. 

Examination of the agenda in South 
Africa strengthens the view of commercial 
circles that tangible results cannot be ex- 
pected with any great speed. Mr. Claud 
Sturrock, M.P., chairman of the Fede- 
rated Chambers of Commerce, states that 
commerce in the Union will have every 
reason to congratulate itself if the Ottawa 
Conference achieves agreement on genera! 
principles along wide lines of Common- 
wealth co-operation, enabling the negotia- 
tion of tariff and commercial treaties. 


MORE GIVE THAN TAKE, 


British Indian points of view are repre- 
sented by a statement by Mr. Benthall, 
President of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce (who was a Round-Table Con- 
ference delegate), and Mr. Sarkar, Vico- 
President of the Federation of Indian 
Chambers of Commerce. 

Mr. Benthall said that if the delegates 
could reach a definite agreement on the 
principles of a financial and economic 
policy they would be making another 
step towards the restoration of inter- 
national confidence. 

Mr. Sarkar said that he was convinced 
that under an Empire tariff preference 
India would have to give moré than she 
received. India’s expost trade was vul- 
nerable. |

SIX MEN SAVED BY 
STEAMER. 


ORDEAL OF TWO IN A 
DINGHY. 


——— 


jp IGS men were aboard a Royal Air 

Force experimental flying boat which 
was forced down off The Maidens, on the 
north-east coast of Ireland, yesterday. Six 
of them, including three officers, were 
picked up by a Greek steamer, while the 
other two, who had taken to a rubber 
dinghy, were reported to have landed 
safely near Larne. 


OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Details of the mishap were given in the 
following statement issued last night by 
the Air Ministry :— 

** An accident occurred to-day to an ex- 

rimental flying boat known. as the 

aunders Roe A 7, which is equipped with 
three Bristol! Jupiter engines. 

“ The flying boat was attached to 209 
Flying Boat Squadron, Mount Batten, and 
has been engaged on a ao flight 
on the west coast of Scotland. 

‘To-day it was flying from the neigh- 
bourhood of Tarbert to Stranraer via the 
north-east coast of Ireland. For some un- 
known reason it made a forced landing off 
The Maidens, which is on the Irish north- 
east coast. 

“ There were eight people on board. The 
senior pilot was Flight-Lieutenant D. C. 
Prance, the second pilot was Flying Officer 
G. I. L.. Saye, we Flight-Lieutenant G. 
E. Nicholetts, A.F.C., was the engineer- 
officer. The other members of the crew 
were five N.C.O.’s and aircraftsmen. 

‘‘The information transmitted to the 
Air Ministry was that three officers and 
three members of the crew were picked up 
by the Greek steamer Nicos. 

“ For some unknown reason the other 
two took to the rubber dinghy. They are 
now reported to have landed safely near 
Larne. 

‘Sea conditions were calm, 

“This flying boat last year carried out 
a development flight from Felixstowe to 
Egypt and back, including a non-stop 
flight on the return journey from 
Gibraltar to Mount Batten.” 

It is understood that the Greek steamer 
Nicos is due at Cardiff to-day, when the 
three officers and three men will be landed 
(says the Press Association). 

The two members of the crew who were 
in the rubber dinghy drifted safely ashore 
at Ballygalley Head. 

The seaplane was lost. 


ENGINE TROUBLE. 


The Saunders Roe A 7 came down owing 
to engine trouble some five miles off Larne 
at about ten o'clock yesterday morning. 
Heavy seas were running, and the little 
collapsible boat, in which were two mem- 
bers, of the flying boat’s crew—Leading 
Aircraftsman Albert Goode, belonging to 
Devonshire, and Corpora! William Lowry, 
of Gloster—broke away. They were carried 
out of sight of their comrades, and, in 
view of the weather conditions, were given 
up for lost. 

At about three o’clock in the afternoon. 
however, news was received that they had 
drifted ashore in: an exhausted condition 
after a prolonged struggle with the waves. 
Meanwhile, in response to a wireless 


steamed to the scene, and with a pilot boat 
from Larne searched the area for the miss- 
ing men. 

“We had a near thing,’’ said Aircrafts- 
man Goode, when seen at Ballygally. ‘‘ We 
thought our tickets were in.” 

Ships in the Channel, observing the 
accident, sent out S.O.S. messages; which 
were received at Portpatrick “and 
Donaghadee, and both motor lifeboats at 
once left for the scene. Other ships in the 
Channel also turned towards the spot. The 
mail steamer Princess Margaret, off 
Rathlin Island, was asked by wireless to 
keep a look-out, and motor boats put out 
from Larne. 

Our Belfast Correspondent writes :— 
According to the story of the two men who 
landed in the dinghy—Aircraftsman Goode 
and Corporal Lowry—the seaplane left 
Tarbert, Loch Fyne, for Lough Neagh 
at nine o'clock yesterday morning. 
When near the Antrim coast engine trouble 
developed, and the boat came down on the 
water. A heavy sea struck her and she 
collapsed. The two men were working in 
the collapsible boat at the stern, and 
after the collapse of the larger craft the 
small boat drifted away. The men were 
exposed to the rough sea in the frail craft 
for over six hours, and never wpe to 
reach safety. sg were famished with 
cold and hunger when they came ashore, 
and it was some time before they could 
give a connected account of what had 

appened. 

A destroyer arrived later to search for 
the wreckage of the seaplane, but it is 
believed that it has sunk with the weight 
of the engines.

There was considerable activity at the ports yesterday, dealers being 
anxious to ship their cattle in time to reach England before midnight to- 
night, when the tax comes into operation. 


HE Irish Free State (Special Duties) 
Act was discussed at a meeting of the 
Committee of the Irish Live Stock 
Exportérs’ and Traders’ Association, Ltd., 
at Prosperity Chambers, Upper O’Conrell 
street, Dublin, last night, Mr. Joseph 
Fitzgerald presiding. 

The Chairman said that the matter was 
one of the most serious that they had had 
before them for a very long time. It was 
a delicate matter to discuss, but they all 
knew that immediately this tariff went 
on the whole live stock trade of the Free 
It seemed 
to him to be a very serious thing for the 
whole trade of the country, and he did not 
think that there would be any cattle or 
sheep or pigs shipped. They did not 
know what was going io happen. It was 
a matter, he sup , for Governments to 
deal with, but that Association, represent- 
ing live stock exporters, should, he 
thought, express an opinion about it. 

Mr. Bermingham agreed. They were 
not; he said, a political body, and they 
were not there to criticise any Govern 
ment. Whatever Government was in 
power they supported, but he thought 
that they ought to impress on whoever was 
responsible for these tariffs going on 
that something should be done to remedy 
them, because if the tariffs lasted six 
months: the farmers of Ireland would be 
wiped out. 

r. Crowley said that, as the chairman 
had. stated, the matter looked serious for 
the producer and for the country gener- 
ally; but, after all, the country at the last 
election returned the present Government 
to power, and if the present Government 
had taken certain steps the people would 
have to abide the consequences of their 
action ; but this was not a time for panic. 
It was a very good time of the year for 
stock. The country was full of feeding for 
stock, and he thought it was an opportune 
time for suggesting that people should hold 
fast to their stock. 

“I have heard,” said Mr. Crowley, 
“ that they are falling over each other 
shipping cattle to-night 

“- England,’’ he kis. ** does not buy 
our vattle for love of us, but because she 
needs them. Sl.e did so in the past, and 
she will do so in the future.” 

The country, continued Mr. Crowley. 
had faced as hard circumstances in the 
past, and people would have to make 
sacrifices. He was not a politician, but 
what he wanted to convey was that 
if ‘they could get enough unanimity 
among the producers and shippers to arrive 
| at some working understanding there was no 
need for getting into a panic. Considera- 
tion should be given to prices so that 
stuff would realise what it had been 
realising without any outside — tariff 
He thought that they should stand firm 
and offer their services to the Government, 
or any Government, and offer to co-operate 
with them in any steps that they might 
take to meet the situation. They were 
not blaming anybody. It was a trade war, 
if they liked; but it was a war, in any 
case, and where there was a war some 
people were bound to be hurt. If they 
were wreng, they would have to suffer the 
loss, but’ they were right they would 
win. 

The Chairman said that, as representing 
the staple industry of the country, he 
thought that it would be in the interest of 
the trade that these charges should be 
taken off, and that no avenue should be 
unexplored that would lead to their being 
taken off. 


“NO INTERFERENCE,” 


Mr. Crowley said that he agreed, but, 
pending any further steps to set up an 
arbitration board or something of that 
character, it was their duty to themselves 
and to-their country not to do. anything 
that would interfere with what might be 
for the good of the country. He did not 
want any tariffs at all: He thought Mr. 
J. H. Thomas was in too much of a hurry 
with his tariff bill. It looked like putting 
the big stick at their heads. 

The Chairman asked Mr. Crowley not to 
get into the field of politics. He thought 
they ought to agree with one thing—that 
tariffs on cattle were disastrous. 

Mr. Crowley—We have not paid a 
shilling of the tariff yet. 

Chairman—I hope there will be some 
working agreement arrived at so that this 
disastrous thing will be done away with. 

Mr. Cassidy said that if some agree- 
ment was not arrived at things would be 
at a standstill. 

Mr. Slattery said that he agreed with 
Mr. Crowley’s views. He did not think 
that the tariff war would be of long dura- 
tion. He did not believe that England 
could do without their cattle very long. 

On the motion of Mr. Bowe, seconded by 
Mr. Bermingham, the following resolution 
was passed :—‘' That we, representing the 
largest export trade of this country, point 
out to the Government the urgency of the 
situation, and ask them to bring about a 
settlement of some sort whereby these 
taxes can be ayoided, and thereby save the 
farmer and producer from the heavy 
burden which would be placed upon them 
by such taxes.’’

the North Wall, and which had been’ in- 
tended for passenger traffic, was put into 
the cattle service, but even so, an official 
said, they were unable to cope adequately 
with the number of beasts intended for 
export, 

Throughout yesterday evening and well 
up to midnight; busy scenes - were 
witnessed on the Cork quays, which were 
congested with large quantities "of live- 
stock of every descriptiv.., dairy farm pro- 
duce and all classes _. perishable goods. 

The shipping staffs were kept at high 
pressure trying to cope with the rtsh of 
orders for exporters. In the ordinary way 
the only cross-Channel vessel due to leave 
Cork last evening was the Innisfallen,. and 
she left with a very full complement of 
passengers and cargo. At least two other 
boats were commissioned during the even- 
ing to cope with the enormous demand, 
and it is understood that even a number 
of coasters were engaged to carry cattle. 
Buying of cattle for shipping has ceased 
in Cork district. 

Another scene of activity yesterday was 
the port of Waterford, where . dealers 


showed great anxiety to get away as many 
cattle, sheep and pigs as possible before 
the imposition of the 20 per cent. duty. 

Only one boat, the Rockabill, for Birken- 
head, was scheduled to leave yesterday, 
and she was packed to capacity with all 
classes of live-stock. There was a notite- 
able increase in the number of greyhounds 
booked for cross-Channe] owners and 
breeders. For some time past the daily 
shipment of cattle has usually been below 
three figures. Yesterday’s figures were ;— 
500 cattle, 150 sheep, 150 pigs, 7 horses 
and 14 dogs. Butter exports were. also 
unusually large. 


VIEWS EXPRESSED IN THE 
TRADE, 


Interviewed yesterday on the subject of 
the new British tariffs on Irish exports, 
Mr. R. 8. Anthony, T.D. (Cork), said— 
‘“ What I am afraid of is that England 
may set about getting another source of 
supply for her cattle and other agricul- 
tural imports. If they find they can do 
without us, they may continue to. do so 
whether this dispute is settled or not. As 
it is, they have probably made some alter- 
native arrangements for a supply from the 
Dominions or from other countries.”’ 

Mr. D. Gorey, T.D. (Kilkenny-Carlow), 
said that the measure would prove a most 
serious one for the Irish farmers. He 
pointed out that shipments of cattle, beef 
and live stock would normally be at their 
heaviest from now until about the middle 
of November. The cattle must be moved 
off the land to make room for stores, and, 
if exports to England were cut down ijn 
any way, it would create an impossible 
situation for the farmer. If he kept them 
all on his land there would be no cattle 
feed by the middle of November, There 
was no alternative to their leaving the 
country, however low the price; for the 
farmer could not afford to gamble with 
keeping over his stocks. The farmer, he 
added, would certainly have to bear the 
full force of the tariff. 

The same considerations applied to the 
trade in bacon and pigs, but with even 
greater force. If. we could not. dis- 
pose of them at an economic prfice 
we would have to cease produc- 
ing them, for we could not 
carry a pig population which we were 
unable to feed. Those who said that the 
English consumer would have to pay por- 
tion of the tariff were either deliberately 
misleading the people or absolutely 
ignorant of the subject. : 

Mr. T. L. Smyth, chairman of the Irish 
Cattle Traders’ and Stockowners’ Associa- 


salesmasters, said :— 

“I have heard the news of the actual 
imposition of a tariff with some surprise. 
seeing that the parties have already agreed 
to arbitration, and it is now only a ques- 
tion of the appointment of the arbitrators. 
It would seem to me to be an attempt to 
get a decision on the question by the exer- 
cise of economic pressure rather than by 
appeal to an agreed tribunal. 

** While it is greatly to be deplored, I 
think there is no reason to get ‘ paniéky ' 
over the matter, as it could not occur at a 
more opportune time of the year. Grass 
is plentiful for feeding our stock till the 
autumn, and in the meantime wiser 
counsels may prevail and the matter be 
settled amicably. 

‘‘ Speaking solely fram the point of view 
of the cattle trade, I consider this tariff is 
bound to upset the trade to a great extent 
for some time at least. It must not, how- 
ever, be supposed that the Free State 
farmers and exporters are the only people 
affected 

““ Ireland is the ground from which is 
supplied the bulk of store cattle which are 
fed and fattened for the British market 
by English and Scottish farmers. Con- 
sequently I believe that these will be hit 
just as severely. if not more so than the 
Irish. 

‘ consider that the policy of trying to 
recover in this way- from the Free State 
any sums of money in lieu of land 
annuities will prove ineffective, and I. 
believe these considerations must be quite 
apparent to the British Government.

APPEAL TO WORLD IRISH.

On the Supplementary Estimate for Agri- 
culture, 

Mr” COSGRAVE said that, when intro- 
ducing his proposals for the butter bounty. 
the Minister for Agriculture had given a 
fairly elaborate statement with regard to the 
dairying industry, pointing out that it was 
their basic industry. At that time the situa- 
tion which confronted those in the industry 
was that Irish dairying was in a favoured 
position in their main market outside this 
country. They had then an advantage of a 
ten per cent. preference tariff over nan- 
Commonwealth countries. The Butter Bounty 
Bill had put a tax upon all butter manu- 
factured in this country, with a bounty -to 
the butter exporters, which the Minister said 
was, necessary by reason of the economy of 
the dairying industry. Faced with an en- 
tirely different situation, they were now in 
the position of being twenty per cent. worse 
off than New Zealand and Australia, their 

rincipal Commonwealth competitors in the 
British market, and ten per cent. worse off 
than Denmark, their very powerful rival on 
that market, by reason of the new duties 
im d by the British Government. 

The position of the agricultural industry 
at the moment. was very serious. Properly 
speaking, their agriculturists were liable for 
two land annuities to two countries, and 
eath was collecting or levying, whichever 
they pleased. That produced a very complex 
situation. The industry, he said, could not 
possibly bear this additional impost of twenty 

r cent. on its products going into the 
British market. Jt was unequal to that 
burden, and no possible arrangement that he 
could think of could be introduced to remedy 
the terrible effects of that imposition on 
agricultural produce in their principal 
market. 


APPALLING SITUATION. 

He could see no means of equating, com- 
péensating or doing anything to meet the 
. various anomalies bound to arise out of the 
situation with which they were now con 
fronted, It was a situation which was 
appailing having regard to the general condi- 
“tion of agriculture all over the world. The 
Minister, in proposing this vote some months 
vago, said that they had some equation in 
respect of the Imperial preference they were 
receiving. That preference had now gone. 
If with the preference their basic industry 
still required a tax in order that it might 
benefit from Imperial preference, the position 
was now much worse. It was a situation 
which. affected not alone the agricultural in- 
dustry, but practically every other business 
“in the country, and it required careful con- 
sideration to see how far it would be pos- 
sible to alleviate the terrible sufferings bound 
to ensue.

ADJOURNMENT “OF 


PARLIAMENT. 


From Ovs PARLIAMENTARY

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
RLIAMENT adjourned at five o'clock 
this afternoon for a recess which will last

n the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Tucker called attention to sileged defects in 
the administration of the means test. 

Sir Henry Betterton pointed out that a 
great deal ‘had been done to remove the dis- 
crepancies in the administration. He con- 
tended that the scale of payments in general 
was a Very generous one, and said that it was 
obviously unfair to give State relief in the 
shape of transitional benefit without any in- 
quiry whether it was needed or not. 

Sir W. Grattan Doyle and Sir Robert Aske 
directed attention to the distress in the North 
occasioned by the depression in the ship- 
building ‘industries. Other members spoke of 
the conditions in their own particular areas, 
and Mr, Leckie expressed the view that if the 
whole machinery of local government was not 
to break down there must be a complete re- 
distribution of the poor relief burden, which 
pressed so much more on some districts than 
on othors. 

Sir E. Hilton Young readily admitted that the 
required consideration, 
but it was not easy to find a remedy. Under 
existing conditions; however, distressed areas 
enjoyed a big advantage from grants, in 


comparison with other areas, but the situa- 


tion was still sufficiently serious to justify an 
ummediate investigation into the general as- 
pects of national and local finance. He could 
not say what measures might then be pro- 
posed, but any results following upon the in- 
vestigation must be co-ordinated with any 
general conclusions on finance. 


THE SPIRIT OF LAUSANNE., 

Shortly after four o’clock Sir John Simon 
intervened to make a statement on what 
he described as an outcome of the Lausanne 
Conference which was now taking shape, and 
which he considered would be received with 
general satisfaction. They had been at- 
tempting in the last few days to formulate 
the expression of the new political spirit 
which was illustrated at Lausanne. What 
they had in mind was no part of the 
Tausaune agreement, but was an invitation 
to adopt candid and open relations and dis- 
cussions, to which he hoped all Jeadin 
European Powérs would respond. The French 
and British Governments had taken the lead 
in the matter, and what they wére endeavour- 
ing to promote was a European spirit as to 
the manner in which future difficulties should 
be discussed. 

First, in accor@ance with the spirit of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations they 
intend to exchange views with one another 
with complete candour on any qiiéstions 
coming to their notice similar in origin to 
that now settled at Lausanne, which might 
affect the European régime. Secondly, they 
intended to work, together with other dele- 
gates at Geneva, to find a solution of the 
disarmament question which would be bene- 
ficial and equitable for all the Powers con- 
cerned, Thirdly, they would co-operate with 
each other, and with other ‘interested Go- 
vernments, in careful and practical prepara- 
tions for the World Economic Conference. 
Fourthly, there was a wholly different matter 
as between France and this country. Pen+l- 
ing negotiations at a Jater date for a new 
commercial treaty between the two countries, 
they would avoid any action in the nature of 
discrimination by one country against the 
other. This was, of course, in no sense, anil 
at no point, a special and exclusive declara- 
tion. 

He had had to-day an opportunity of see- 
ing the representatives of Germany, .Jtary, 
and Belgium, and in each case he had handed 


to them a copy of this announcement, and’ 


he extended to their Governments an invita- 
tion to associate themselves with the 
declaration. 

Mr. George Lansbury expressed his whote- 
hearted approval of the statement, and hoped 
that as a result of this and other efforts on 


the part of the Government the League of 


Nations would become a real League, withia 
which, in future, every question would he 
discussed and ‘settled without recourse to 
economic or any other form of war.

arrangement is to be expressed. It is hoped 
that all the principal Powers in ee will 
assent to it. The arrangement, it is learned 


in authoritative quarters, concerns only the 


internal difficulties of Europe, and has no re- 
lation to America. There is no. “ Anglo- 
French ’’ arrangement, or, indeed, an arrange 
ment directed against any quarter. 

One paragraph applies only to Britain and 
France, prevenung until after the Ottawa 
Conference any néw measnfes by either of the 
two countries that would discriminate against 
the other’s trade. This provision keeps 
matters in suspense until the Imperial Con- 
ference is ovér. 


FRANCE PLEASED. 

The resurrection of the Entente Cordiale, 
which should open up a new era in Franco- 
British relations, in how M. Herriot, tha 
French Premier, described the néw pact when 
speaking. before the Foreign Affairs and 
Finance Commissions of the Chamber yester- 
day afternoon, reports Reuter’s correspondent 
in Paris, who adds that the announcement of 
the agreement has been received with keen 


‘satisfaction in France. 


M. Herriot said that in future no problem 
affecting the interests of the two countries 
could be treated separately. Its immediate 
consequence would be that Great Britain 
could not. as in 1923, undertake in future 
to make payments to the United States for 
the settlement of debts. without previously 
consulting the French Government. The cer- 
tainty of a concerted attitude is henceforward 
an acquired fact, which will facilitate success 
in the negotiations with Washington. - 

This statement by the Premier was warmly 
applauded by the Commissions. 

With regard to Lausanne generally, M. 
Herriot insisted, above all, on the moral 
aspect of the results, which, he said, were 
calculated to transform European relations 
and re-establish confidence. 

The Commissions were so satisfied with M. 
Herriot’s explanations that they -decided that 
no debate on Lausanne would be necessary 
this session. 


**GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT.” 

Mr. Stimson, in an interview yesterday with 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Washington. ‘stated 
explicitly that there had never been any 
conversation on the part of the Government 
of the United States with representatives of 
any foreign Governments touching the settle- 
ment reached at Lausanne. 

‘“We were not consulted,’’ he added, “and 
we were in no way advised with reference to 
what is called the ‘ Gentlemen’s Agreement.’ 
Neither by direct: communication nor through 
our representatives now in Europe at other 
Conferences, have we had anything whatever 
to say or to do with reference to the repara- 
tions settlement.”

It has been made clear to the United States 
Government that the agreement does not in 
any way bear upon the question of war debts, 
but 1s another step in the process of putting 
the affairs of Europe in order, in accordance 
with advice from the United States. 

Its spirit is that it substitutes team work 
for the group system which inspired the 
Powers of Europe after the negotiations for 
the Entente of 1905. It is in this spirit that 
the German’ Government has been informed of 
the agreement, and it is made clear that if 
Germany cares to come in, her co-operation 
will be welcome. 

The settlemert of the reparation problem 
of Lausanne, while removing a source of per- 
manent disturbance, has had the additional 
effect. of clearing the way for the raising of 
other questious arising out of what is called 
“the liquidation of the war.”

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


BIRDS THAT MUST GO, 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says : 

It is generally believed by the majority of 
poultry experts that when a hen finishes 
her second year's laying she is no longer 
profitable, and must be got rid of. As a 
general rule, this is correct, especially 
with record layers of pedigree strains, 
which are so much in evidence lately, as 
they are so exhausted by over- production 
in two years, there is no possibility of 
their laying a profitable number of eggs 
the third year. It often happens with 
these record-breakers that they lay so 
many eggs the first year, and are so 
stimulated, they are no use even the 
second year. But, like most other rules, 
there are exceptions, and it would not be 
wise to clear off all the hens that are 
over two years old. One had better 
judge by their previous production and 
their character of being good layers of 
fertile and hatchable eggs. However, we 
think that the third year should be the 
limit even of those, though we have had 
good layers for four years.
